ITEM I give and bequeath to my Executors, all my 
worldly Subſtance of what nature or kind ſoever, (Excepting 
ſuch part thereof as is herein after Particularly Deviſied) for, 
the following uſes and Purpoſes, that is to ſay, to theintent that 
aps, or 17 Were or gurrivos, of Wente their Executors, 
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or Adminiſtrators, as foon as Conveniently may be after my 


Death, fhall turn it all into ready Money, and lay out the ſame 
in Purchaſing Lands of Inheritance in Fee Simple, ſituate in any 


Province of Ireland, except Connaught, but as near to the City 
of Dublin, as conveniently can be Found, and not Incumbered 


with, or Subject to any Leaſes for Lives, renewable, or any 
Term for years, longer than Thirty one. And I deſire that a 


yearly Annuity of twenty Pounds Sterling, out of the annual 
Profits of ſuch Lands when Purchaſed, and out of the yearly 
income of my ſaid Fortune, Deviſed to my Executors, as afore- 
faid, untill ſuch Purchaſe ſhall be made, ſhall be Paid to Rebecca 


Dingley, of the City of Dublin, Spinſter, during her Life, 


by two Equal half yearly Payments on the Feaſts of all Saints, 
and St. Philip and Jacob, the Firſt payment to be made on ſuch 
of the ſaid Feaſts, as ſhall happen next after my Death, and 
that the Reſidue of the yearly Profits of the ſaid Lands when pur- 
chaſed, and untill ſuch Purchaſe be made, the Reſidue of the

laid out in providing Victuals, Cloathing, Medicines, Atten- 


dance, and all other neceſſaries, for ſuch Idiots, and Lunaticks, 


as ſhall be received into the ſame, and in Repairing and Enlarging 
the Building, from time to time, as there may be occaſion, ard 
if a ſufficient number of Idiots and Lunaticks cannot readily 


be found, I deſire that Incurables may be taken into the ſaid H.. 


pital to ſupply ſuch difficiency, but that no Perſon ſhall be admit- 
ted into it that Labours under any Infectious diſeaſe, and that all 
ſuch Idiots, Lunaticks, and Incurahles as ſhall be received into the 


aid Hoſpital, ſhall conſtantly live and reſide therein, as well in 
the Night as in the Day, and that the Sallaries of Agents, Recei- 


vers, Officers, Servants and Attendants to be employed in the 


| buſineſs of the ſaid, Hoſpital, ſhall not in the whole exceed one 
filth Part of the Clear yearly Income, or revenue thereof. _ 
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If further defire that my Executors, the ſurvivors, and ſaryiver / 
of them, or the heirs of ſuch ſhall not have Power to Demife 
any part of the ſaid Lands, to be Purchaſed as aforeſaid, but 
-with the Conſent of the Lord Primate, 'Lord High Chancellor,
